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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 

TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING. FRIDAY, 
THE 26ru or OCTOBER 1588. 


Tw conditions which prevailed in Bengal at the close of the previous week were those 
* which peeaty immediately precede the setting in of the cold weather in Bengal. During 
the present week; however, these conditions haye, if anything, rather decreased in intensity, 
though still fine clear weather, with an almost complete absence of rain, has been reported in 
almost all cases throughout the week. Generally over the Bay a light northerly wind current 
has prevailed, and at the southern stations, along the Madras coast, fairly general rain has been 
reported, showing that the south-west monsoon current has partly recurred in the usual 
manner, but up to the present time the wind currents in Bengal have been very light and 
variable, and the steady northerly monsoon winds which usher in the cold weather have not 
et set in. ; 
P Pressure— At the commencement of the week pressuro varied very slightly, and up to the 
2st the changes were unimportant. From this date a steady rise of the barometer set in, 
which continued up till the 25th, and so rapid was tharise that on the 24th pressure was in excess 
of the normal by amounts varying between a tenth and a sixth of an inch, while on the 25th 
the excess ranged up to a fifth of aninch. This long oscillation then ceased, and pressure 
had fallen by small amounts on the morning of the 26th. For the whole province, taking 
into consideration only those stations at which reliable averages have been obtained, pressure 
for the week has been 0°08 inch in excess of the normal. In Assam the mean excess has 
been 0°086 inch. 

Temperature—Was at the commencement of the week decidedly below the normal, the 
defect in the mean temperature reported on the 20th averaging about 2° to 4°. On the 2st 
the defect had increased to from 8° to 4°, but from this date a continued increase in temper- 
ature was reported, which has lasted up to the close of the week. From the 22nd to the 24th 
the mean temperature was either in slight defect or not very far removed from the normal, 
but on the 25th the excess above the normal mean temperature ranged up to about 4° to 4°; 
while on the 26th it had increased to nearly 5° and 6°; and at Patna on this day the excess 
was 6°5°, and at Calcutta 6°. For the whole week the mean temperature of the province has 
been about half a degree below the normal ; while in Assam temperature has been in excess 
by a tenth of a degree. 

Wends.—Vhe winds blowing over the province have been rather light and variable 
Easterly winds commenced to set in near the hills on the 20th, and for the next two days the 
winds became more north-easterly ; but for the last four days in the week the winds were 
decidedly irregular in direction, and the north-easterly current, which had commenced to 
blow, and which generally sets in with the cold weather, had to a considerable extent 
disappeared, 

umidity and cloud—At the commencement of the week were both low; but from the 22nd 
there was a rather considerable increase in the humidity, and for the latter half of the week 
it was rather high. Cloud proportion remained low until the 25th, when the sky became 
rather heavily clouded ia Behar, while the cloud propdrtion also increased in other districts, 

Rainfail—Except for a very light shower (0:07 inch) at Silchar on the 23rd, and for a 
rather heavy shower (('72 inch) at Pooree on the 25th, the whole province has been rainless 
during the entire week.

7. Land 3—Land Revenue.—The total Land Revenue receipts fortheyear 
1887-88, as estimated by the Accountant-General when he submitted his estimate _ 
for the current year, amounted to Rs. 3,81,70,000, and this estimate hag 
been raised by the Government of India to Rs, 3,82,00,000. The Comptroller. — 
General’s statements show that the total collections in 1887-88 amounted — 
to Rs. 3,79,96,000. The 10 per cent. on collections from Government estates 
will have aggregated Rs. 8,95,000, so that the total Provincial share of Land 
Kevenue for the year will not have exceeded }th of (Ks. 3,79,96,000— 
8,95,000)+-Rs. 3,95,000, or Rs. 97,96,000. This amount has been taken as the 
revised estimate of Provincial Land Revenue (proper) for 1887-58. ‘ 

The revised estimate, as submitted to the Government of India, allowed. 
for the payment of Rs. 75,000 to ‘‘ Imperial” on account of the excess of net 
earnings of the Eastern Bengal Railway over the contract assignment of 30 
lakhs, and also for the payment of Rs. 1,59,000 to the Government of the North- 
Western. Provinces in adjustment of their claim for arrears of duty on Shah- 
jehanpore rum. This accounts for the difference under the Land Revenue adjust- 
ment between the original estimate of this Government and that of the Govern- 
ment of India. The deduction on account of excess net receipts of the Eastern 
Bengal Railway has been made by the Government of India under “ XXVI— 
State Railways, gross earnings,” and noallowance need therefore be made under 
“Land Revenue.” As orders were issued by the Lieutenant-Governor for the 
adjustment of the claim of the Government of tbe North-Western Provinces 
before the close of the year 1887-88, the deduction of Rs. 1,59,000 from the 
Provincial share of Land Revenue of this Government will be maintained in 
the revised estimate as now adopted. The Accountant-General has advised that 
a refund of Rs. 5,836, or Rs. 6,000 in round numbers, will be made to Bengal 
on account of the unauthorized credit afforded to Imperial in 1885-86 for copy- - 
ing fees realized in court-fee stamps. A sum of Rs. 41,000 has been added 
on account of the Police charges of the Eastern Bengal State Railway, sanc- 
tioned in the Finance and Commerce Department No. 3837, dated the 24th 
October 1888, in order that the charges may be adjusted in the Provincial 
section of the accounts from 1887-88. The net payment to Imperial on 
account of all adjustments will thus amount to (3,70,000+-1,59,000— 
6,000—41,000=) 4,82,000. 

The preliminary accounts of March 1888, furnished by the Accountant- 
General, show that the total Land Revenue charges in 1887-88 amounted to 
Rs. 83,57,000. These do not probably include the survey charges transferred 
from: the estimate of the Government of India. ‘The latest estimate of the 
Surveyor-General of these charges is Rs. 68,000. This amount, added to the 
total charges shown in the preliminary account, will raise the revised estimate | 
from Rs. 33,00,000 to Rs. 34,25,000, thE 

8. 6—Stumps.—The preliminary account furnished by the Accountant- 
General does not show the value of stamp paper supplied to Bengal from the — 
Central Store. A sum of Rs, 1,91,000 has been taken as the estimated — 
cost of paper for the current year, and this may also be taken as the estimate —_— 
for last year. The Provincial share will then amount to Rs. 1,483,600. The 
Provincial expenditure under the remaining heads amounted to Rs, 2,24,000.

41—Miscellancous Railway Expenditure—The latest return of the Examiner 
of Public Works Accounts shows that the Miscellaneous Railway expenditure 
in 1887-88 will have amounted to Rs. 68,000 against Rs. 70,000, the estimate 
originally adopted. The revised estimate will now be placed at Rs. 68,000. 

16. XXLX and 42—Irrigation, Major Works.—The Government of India 
have passed the estimate as originally proposed by the Government of Bengal. 
The collection of water-rates during 1887-88, as compared with the estimate 
of the year, show, however, a decrease of more than 2} lakhs, chiefly under 
Sone Canals. The statement received from the Examiner of Public Works 
Accounts shows that the total receipts will not have amounted to more than 
Rs, 11,03,000, against Rs. 13,58,000 originally estimated, and the working 
expenses to have been Rs. 15,04,000, agaiast the estimate of Rs. 15,25,000.

Tae principal point of interest in the meteorology of the past week has been the form- 
ation of a severe cyclone in the Bay of Bengal and its subsequent advance over Madras. 
At the close of the previous week, fine weather prevailed in Bengal and at the head of the 
Bay, and conditions were favourable for the setting in of the north-east monsoon. In the 
centre and south of the Bay a moderate monsoon only was blowing, north-easterly winds 
being generally reported on the Madras coast, and moderate to heavy rain at most of the coast 

stations. UOonditions were to a great extent unchanged on the 27th, except that winds on 
the Madras coast became more westerly, and the area of heaviest rainfall was transferred to 
Ceylon. On this day there were no signs whatever of the formation or existence of any 
storm in the Bay. On tne 28th there was a considerable increase in the wind velocities at the 
stations in the east of the centre of the Bay, and pressure began to fall briskly along the Madras 
coast, but still there was no evidence of the existence of any depression in the Bay. Almost 
similar conditions continued on the 29th, and it is evident that a depression was forming to the 
west of the centre of the Bay, among the west coast stations still showed no signs of its 
existence. On the morning of the 80th, te wind directions on the Madras eoast from Viza- 
gapatam southwards appeared to form part of a cyclonic circulation, while the Ceylon stations 
commenced to show a rather powerful indraught. The centre of the depression, as judged 
by the coast observations on this dey, was some distance off the coast to the east or east north- 
east of Madras. During this day tho storm rapidly intensified, and by Wednesday morning, 
the 3ist October, it was a well-defined cyclonic storm, the centre of which was perhaps 80 or 
100 miles to the east of Madras ‘he cyclone during the Wednesday continued to drift 
towards Madras, and the centre passed almost over that stition at about 10 p.. on this day, 
when a pressure slightly below 29 inches was recorded. The cyclone was an exceedingly 
fierce one, and must have done much damage, buf’ thie main force of the storm, so far as obser- 
vations have been received, appears to have expended itself near Madras, and the central calm 
assed probably only a few miles to the south of that station. A severe gale of wind with 
igh sea, however, prevailed along the whole of the west coast from Coconada southwards, 
though the storm does not appear to have made itself much felt as far south as Negapatam. 
The cyclone on striking the coast was apparently moving almost due westerly, and it rapidly 
advanced inland quite unbroken ; and at 8 at. of. the lst November, the centre was not far 
from Ouddapah ; while on the morning of the 2nd, the storm had advanced across the Peninsula, 
and the centre was crossing the west coast near Mangalore into the Indian Ocean. In its 
advance across the Peninsula, the storm gave cyclonic winds, and very heavy rain, which 
disturbed conditions, afterwards commenced to drift in a northerly condition. The subse- 
quent line of advance of the storm, however, and its effect on the weather in Northern India 
and in Bengal, belong to the meteorology of the subsequent week. 

Directly the storm was known to have formed off the coast, that ison Tuesday morning, 
the 30th instant, information of the fact was telegraphed to the Madras ports, and on Tuesday 
evening these ports were informed that the cyclonic storm was of considerable intensity, and 
that it would probably strike the coast close to Madras, though perhaps a little to the north of 
it. Further warnings of similar character were also telagragbed to these ports as the storm 
advanced towards, and finally crossed the coast. 

The disturbed conditions brought about by the storm were very general, and they 
affected the weather even as far as Orissa; and from the 30th and 31st rain showers became 
rather frequent, particularly in the southern districts of Pooree and Cuttack ; but up to the 
close of the week the effects of the cyclone had not mado themselves felt in any way in 
South Bengal, beyond the fact that the sky had commenced to cloud over. 

The only other facts of importance in the meteorology of the week have been the occur- 
rence of fairly ne rain in the South Bhagulpur, Sonthal Pergunnahs, and Hazaribagh 
districts, and of showers in Lohardugga, Manbhoom, Monghyr, Shahabad, Gya, Julpigoree 
and the Darjeeling Hills districts. 

Pressure.—The variations of pressure during the week have been unimportant, and the 

ic storm in the Bay has been too far to the south to do more than very slightly affect 

the pressures in the extreme-south of the province. Pressure has thus been in excess of the 

normal in all districts, the excess ranging from about 0-06 inch in the north-west of the 

province, and at Dacca to one of 0-03 inch in Orissa. The mean excess for the week for the 

whole province is equal to about 0:05 inch. In Assam the excess pressure has been equal to 
» about 0:08 inch. 

Temperature—Has been decidedly above the normal almost throughout the week. The 
mean we Sm for the week for all districts has besn no less than 23° in excess of the 
normal ; while in Sout!

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DISTRESS IN KHOORDA.

e  Whrrureference to the correspondence ending with your letter No. 70—7-8F, 
dated 18th October 1888, I am directed to submit, for the information of the 
Government of India, copy of a letter, No. 1961R, without date, from the 
Commissioner of the Orissa Division, with enclosure, reporting on the adminis- 
tration of relief in the Khoorda sub-division for the fortnight ending 30th 
September 1888, The reports indicate that the condition of the people in 
the affected area improved during the period to which they relate, but that 
there was reason to apprehend a failure of the next rice crop. Iam, however, 
to observe that there has been good rain during the last few days all over 
South Orissa, which has now extended also to Cuttack and Balasore. As 
the Lieutenant-Governor is about to visit Orissa, further comments are unneces- 


sary.

2. There was a marked improvement in the condition of the people in 
the affected area during the fortnight under review, and at the present time the 
distress caused by the long drought in June and July may be said to be practi- 
cally at an end. There are, however, a few sporadic cases of indigence, chiefly 
among children, in which some help is still required in the way of food. 

8. Fromthe 10th to the 19th instant, I was on tour with the Collector in 
Khoorda sub-division, and we visited portions of the three circles (Nos. I, II, 
and III) which have not yet been closed. From the appearance of the people 
I should have concluded that there had been nothing unusual in the season ; 
and after passing through many villages and observing the well-built houses 
of the cultivating classes, and their gardens and enormous herds of cattle, 
Iwas able to understand how, in spite of short harvests in two successive 
years, and of the large losses of rice seedlings three months ago, they had 
needed so little assistance. ‘the ryots of the Khoorda Estate are in fact as 
substantial a body of tenants as I have ever seen; and considering the low 
rents which they pay, it would be strange if their condition were otherwise 
than good. It was manifest to me that the recent distress must (as maintained 
all along by the local officers) have been confined almost entirely to the land- 
less labourers. The resources of the cultivators, as described by Mr. ‘Taylor 
(vide paragraph 4 of the Collector’s report), are very different from those of an 
average Behar ryot in the rainy season, 

4. In the course of my tour, I also visited Kalapathar village in the 
south-west corner of Banki Estate. Among the inhabitants of that village, I 
saw no s of distress, but some 40 or 50 persons, mostly old men and 
women and young children of the aboriginal classes, were produced before me 
foes Delgnbouring villages, who.were greatly reduced and in need of charitable 
relief, which they were receiving. ‘The total number of persons employed on

T nave the honour to submit the report required by the Famine Code for the fortnight 
ending the 30th ultimo, Mr. Taylor’s report for this period was submitted to me yeste ay. 
He attributes the delay to his having had to wait for details of persons employed on some of 
the improvement works. I do not propose to forward this report in eztenso, though it is a full 
and interesting one, as the diminution im distress alluded to in my last report continued durin 
the fortnight under review. , ? a 

2. During the fortnight I visited the South Chilka tracts, and every circle in the sub. 
division. ‘The Inspectors of the Banpur and Rameswar Circles were sent back to their regular 
duties, and relief operations were entirely closed in the former and much restricted in the 
latter circle, which was put in charge of the Inspector of Police. With the exception of the 
Banpur Circle, the affected area has remained the same as before, but there has been a decided: 
reduction in the portion of the population affected, and in the amount of relief that it has been 
necessary to afford. Ain wae 

8. The result of the cyclone of the 15th and 16th ultimo, which gave over six i 
of rain at Khoorda, was decidedly beneficial. Mr. Taylor writes that “ though a great many 
trees were uprooted in the north-east’ and north-west circles, the crops did not suffer except 
jn the case of small areas of biali aud mandia, which were ready for the sickle.” PAn baris 
and household gardens were also somewhat injured ; “‘ but in all the other circles of Khoorda 
no damage worth speaking of was done hy the eyclone. Everywhere on the estate the 
copious rainfall did incaleulable good to the backward rice crops, aud the improvement in the 
dhan ali over the estate, and specially in the western circle, is far beyond what I could have — 
believed possible. In no village do I think the loss will exceed 8 annas, and in a great many 
villages 12 to 16 annas crop may be looked for if we get some more rain during the current 
month,” Unfortunately the rainfall ‘during the current month has been unusually scanty, and 
unless rain falls generally within the next few days, the outturn estimated by Mr. Taylor will,

lt will be seen thai there wae a satisfactory reduction during the last fortnight in the numbers 
receiving gratuitous relief, and I have satisfied myself by personal enquiries that all Circle 
Inspecturs are now restricting the distribution of such relief to the minimum amount neces- 
sary to prevent death from starvation. : 

7. The number of persons employed on works is comparatively few. This is mainly 
due to the fact that up to the end of September field work for nearly all capable of labouring 
was available all over the sub-division, and the rate of wage, paid on these works was asa 
rule fixed at a point ‘that would not attract labourers, who could ojtain ordinary work in the 
fields. In the South Chilka tracts the number of persons relieved, gratuitously during 
the fortnight was only 87, while those on woiks were 1,038, of whom 17 were boys. Judging 
from tue Inspectors’ reports, I directed the close of operations in this area from the Ist 
instant, but the bieak in the rains will, 1 fear, necessi:ate the re-openivg of relief works on 
asmall scale. However, 1 am confident that Baboo B. M. Mukerjee will not incur any 
expenditure that is not absolutely essential for the purpose of saving life. 

8. Under clause 6, Mr, Taylor writes: “ Oaly Ks. 2-7 was paid to,females at Jojareingh 
for spinning cotton, Rs, 25 was advanced for cotton to Gobind Mangraj, and Rs. 21 was 
arsine to weavers for carrying on their trade.”

« The following prives for food-grains and salt prevailed in the several circles as reported as 
by Circle Inspectors, canoongoes, and polive during September. The figures given arein seers 
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South of the Onilka, stocks were sufficient and prices reasonable up to the end of the 
last month. Since then there has been a scarcity of grain in the markets, but measures are 
being taken to prevent any serious consequences arising from a failure of the local supplies. 

10. The financial statement clause 8 is given by Mr. Taylor for the whole month of 
September, and as his figures for the last fortnight were apparently not quite accurate, I give 
a summarv of bis accounts for the whole month. > 

A.— Receipis— 

Under the Agriculturisis’ Loans Act, the amount sanctioned was Rs. 90,000. Of this, 
Rs. 65,000 had been made over in previous months, and Rs. 20,000 in September. Under the 
Khas Mehal Improvement Fund of Rs. 28,572 sanctioned for Khoorda, Rs. 15,000 had been 
drawn in previous months, and Rs. 5,000) in the month under review. Under gratuitous relief, 
Rs. 15,000 were sanctioned. The whole of that sum has been drawn by Mr, Taylor, but he 
probably will not require the full amount, and the balance will more than cover the small 
expenditure under this bead by the Inspector of the South Chilka area. Of private subscrip. 
tions, there is no account, except the Rs. 1,000 advanced by the Maharani of Pooree, but no 
doubt a good deal of help has been given in a small way by the more substantial ryots to 
their poorer neighbours, 

Jl. B—Eependiture— 

(a). On charitable relief, the actual expenditure up to the end of August has now 
been found to have been only Rs. 8,302. During the first fortnight of 
Syptember, there was a farther expenditure of Rs. 3,261, and during the 
second fortnight Rs. 1,487. This was distributed over the five circles of

Ocroper is the month in which, as a rale, the south-west monsoon en 
the“provinee of Bengal, and its place is taken by the north-east monsoon, rly 
gradually establishes itself over the province. The south-west monsoon, in its g 
retreat southwards, is followed by the northerly wind current, and over the area o} 
action light and variable winds prevail. As this interaction in normal ag takes place 
a portion of the month over Bengal, winds over the province are usually light and varig 
but as the south-west monsoon retreats over the Bay, conditions become favourable for | 
formation of cyclonic storms, and it is in October that the la and fiercest cyclones a 
formed, for during this month most of the conditions are favourable for their production on 
an extensive scale. These storms differ widely in different years in their nature and in their — 
line of march, and they sometimes travel towards Bengal, and in other oases they cross the — 
peninsula and pass into the Arabian Sea. ithe: 

The general rainfall, due to the continuance of the south-west monsoon over 
usually ceases during the first and second weeks in October, but even after this time local — 
showers may fall. After the second week of October any rainfall which is brought upto | 
Bengai is usually due to the formation and movement of cyclonic storms in the Bo and | 
it will evidently depend on the direction of théir march and on the nature of such storms 
whether any rain at all is received in the latter half of October ; and if any is received, the 
amounts wil] vary with the nature of the storm. are 

The rainfall of October in normal years is consequently due to two distinct causes, and ag 
the second is, from its nature, an extremely variable and uncertain one, the average distribu. 
tion of rainfall in October is decidedly more irregular than in the previous monsoon months, 
and also in any particular year its actual distribution may be of an extremely capricions 
character. ‘Ihe normal distribution of rainfall in October can therefore only be described 
with approximate acouracy. The average rainfall in Behar (with the exception of the Purneah 
and North Bhagvlpore districts) and Chutia rh (excluding the districts bordering on 
South-West Bengal) varies from two and a half to four inches. e amount is least in the 
Gya district. Rainfall varies from four to six inches in the case of the previously excepted 
districts, the western districts of Orissa, and the whole of Bengal, excluding the Julpigores 
district, and a narrow strip extending along the coast and bounded on the north by a curved 
line running through Cuttack, Jajpore, Diamond Harbour, Port Canning, Chandpore and 
Chittagong. Over this long narrow area, the width of which varies from 20 to 60 miles, the 
av rainfall exceeds six inches. 

The principal features to he considered, therefore, in the meteorology of October, are the 
date of the retreat of the south-west monsoon from the province, and the nature and the 
direction of movement of the cyclonic storms formed in the Bay. 

Meteorology of the month.~-At the close of September weather in Bengal was similar to 
that which usually obtains atthe close of the monsoon rains, and the monsoon current had 
to a great exteut retired from the province at a date about ten days or a fortnight earlier than. 

The period of transition when light and variable winds obtain in B: had also 
been remarkably short The rains proper, which are brought by the usual south-west — 
monsoon humid current, had thus practically ceased, and the usual heavy local showers which — 
fall during the retreat of this curreut had Aes almost absent. For the last few days of 
September and atthe commencement of October, winds in were northerly and 
north-westerly, and fine weather was generally reported.

The rainfall in Orissa at the close of the month was brought about by the formation of a 
severe cyclone in the Bay, which passed over Madras on the night of the dist. The history of ® 


this severe storm, which-has been previously given in the usual weekly reports, is as follows :— 
Cyeione of October 29th to November 6th.—During the last week of October fine weather 
prevailed in Bengal and at the head of the Bay, and conditions were favourable for Lae % 
the north-east monsoon. Im the centre and south of the Bay a moderate monsoon only. a 
wes blowing, north-easterly winds being generally reported on the Madras coast, and 
moderate to heavy rain at most of the coast stations. Conditions were to a great extent 
unchanged on the 27th, except that winds on the Madras coast became more westerly, 
and the area of heaviest rainfall was transferred to Ceylon. On this day there were 
no signs whatever of the formation or existence of any storm in the Bay. On the 
28th there «was a considerable increase in the wind velocities at the stations im the east 
of the centre of the Bay, and pressure began to fall briskly soar 2 the Madras coast, but 
still there was no evidence of the'existence of any depression inthe Bay. Almost similar 
conditions continued on the 29th, and it is evident that a depression was forming to the 
west of the centre of the Bay, though the west coast stations still showed no signs. of its 
existence. On the morning of the Oth, the wind directions on the Madras coast from 
southwards formed part of a cyclonic circulation, while the Ceylon stations 
commenced to show a rather powerful indraught. The centre of the depression, as judged 
by the coast observations on this day, was some distance off the coast to the east or east north« 
_ east of Madras, During this day the storm rapidly intensified, and on the morning of thé 
3st October, it was a well-defined cyclonic storm, the centre of which was perhaps 80 or 100 
the east of Madras. The cyclone during the 31st continued to drift towards Madras, 
centre almost over that station at about 10 pm. on this day, when a pressure 
below 29 i was recorded. The cyclone was an exceedingly fierce one, and must

Pressure.—The variations of pressure during the month have been rather large. In the 
first instance, pressure fell rapidly in the south and south-east of the province in 
with the first cyclonic storm, and this storm having filled up, a very rapid rise of pressure took 
lace; so that for the greater part of the remainder of the month it was above the normal, 
‘or the whole period, therefore, eg has been in excess of the normal over the entire 
vinee, the average excess having been 0046 inch. This excess was very evenly distributed. 
ays a mean excess of 0-04 inoh has been registered. ' 
Temperature.—The mean temperature of the whole month has not shown much variation 
from the normal. The largest variation is an excess of one degree in South Behar, but in other 
districts the variations are less than half a degree, In North Bengal, North Behar, and Ohi 
Nagpur temperatures have been in slight excess, and in Hast Bengal in slight defect; while — 
Orissa and South-West Bengal show normal temperatures. For the whole oe the aver 
variation of the mean temperature of the month from the normal has only been au excess of 
a fifth of a degree. In Assam the mean temperature has been a tenth of a degree above the 
normal \ 
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Me Rainfall.—Practically the only rainfall in the provinoo has been that brought up at the 
commencement of the month by the eyclonie storm previously described. ‘his gave the 
heaviest falls in the south-eastern and southern districts, and thus the stations in East ¥ 
received an average fall of 4°75 inches, or an amount nearly equal to the normal. pare 
West Bengal and Orissa the falls have averagéd only abont one and-a-half inches, or from a 
third to a fourth the normal falls. In Ohutia Nagpur an avwoa? fall'of only one inch is 
i or again about a third of the normal amount. In North Bengal the fall has a 
0-77 inch, or about a sixth of the usual quantity, and in South Behar the fall has eq
